WALKING TO r n r r A R B MKAtS 


K i t c h e n shortcuts to cut down mileage of the housewife 
preparing meals or baking a cake may bo mapped out by the 
San J oaquin Farm Bureau home department which is now mak­ 
ing a surv ey , through the use of pedometers, in hopes of increas­ 
ing efficiency in farm homes. 
So far pedometer readings hav e rev ealed many interesting 
1h» ngs. 
For Instance, one woman walked one and three-quarters 
miles to get breakfast, while a neighbor, preparing breakfast for 
the same number of people walked only one-fourth mile. 
Ar­ 
rangement of the kitchen equipment has much to do with the 
difference. 
Fifteen reports hav e been submitted to the surv ey board. 
One woman walked one-quarter mile getting breakfast, one-quar­ 
ter mile getting lunch and one mile preparing dinner. 
Another 
woman walked one and three-quarters miles getting breakfast, 
three-quarters of a mile getting lunch and one and one-quarter 
miles preparing dinner. 
The pedometer was not large enough to register the mileage 
of one woman who was baking a cake, one of the reports said. 
It would l)e highly entertaining to attach the pedometer to a 
man “ hatching” while his wife was away on a v acation. 
The 
mileage registered would run from the ice box to the range. Very 
few tracks would be made to the kitchen sink ex cept to store the 
rapidly accumulating pile of dirty dishes. 
When one cooks and 
eats aione, it is really ex asperating the number of times one must 
get up from the table and supply missing articles. 
If the pedome­ 
ter would also register lost motion in getting up and sitting down, 
it would show that the man of the house can also accumulate 
quite a mileage doing cooking. 
This mileage business of the efficiency ex |>erts shows that 
ev ery undertaking in life is about to be reduced to cold figures 
and dreary statistics. 
If only something good comes of it, we 
can stand all the data. 


A LEMMON LEARNED FROM BA1IIEN 


As a contribution to the question why , of all animals, only 
man must learn to swim, W. It. Hamilton of Hagerstown, Md„ 
suggests that the ex planation may tie found in study ing the first 
attempts at locomotion by any baby . 
As ev ery body knows, babies start with the strong impression 
that they are quadrupeds. 
It takes them a y ear or so to decide 
that hands can serv e other purposes than feet and had better be 
restricted to higher uses. They choose then to cease going on all- 
fours and stand erc? ct, v ery * unsteadily at first, and with success 
only after many trials and tumbles. 
This is v ery commendable in the babies, but perhaps if they 
were less ambitious they , too, would be able to swim without 
learning, just as does the water-hating cat and a thousand other 
animals whose “ natural” place is on the land alone quite as much 
as man’s is. 
The animals can do it, apparently , because in the 
water they hav e to make only the precise motions of arms and legs 
that they do in walking when ashore. 
In other words, they hav e 
nothing to learn in order either to keep themselv es afloat or to 
mov e forward. 
The human being, when placed in thr new ele­ 
ment by accident or design, finds his painfully acquired and long- 
practiced habit of locomotion useless to him. 
His arms must as 
sume, if he is to liv e, a large part of the duty they hav e aban­ 
doned wholly , and his legs must make mov ements nev er made in 
walking or running. 
He nev er becomes a really good sw immer— not really good, 
that is, in comparison with the animals that make a specialty of 
swimming—and alway s he is in danger of falling v ictim to pro 
tests of his muscles in the shape of cramps.—Veit; Yo rk Timex .

Any person conv icted under this section shall forfeit any v ehicle 
under the laws of this state, ami shall also tie prohibited from 
operating any motor v ehicle upon the highway s for a period of 
three months after the date of such conv iction, for the first of­ 
fense, and for such period, not less than three months and not to 
ex ceed one y ear as shall he fix ed by the court, upon each subse­ 
quent conv iction.” — Little Fa lls Da ily Tra nscrip t.

champion had complied 
with 
all 
rules and should be granted a li­ 
cense. 
The commission’s action came on 
a record 2 to 1 
v o te , with Commis­ 
sioners William Muldoon and George 
Brower favoring the bout and Chair­ 
man James A. Farley registering a 
protest. 
The license committee, which on 
Tuesday deferred action on Demp­ 
sey ’s application for a 
license, 
Is 
scheduled to meet again Monday un­ 
less a special meeting is called be­ 
forehand, so that the last remaining 
obstacle to the fight may be remov­ 
ed. 
After 
the 
commission 
meeting, 
Dempsey and Paddy Mullins, man­ 
ager of Harry Wills, negro challeng­ 
er for the title, almost 
came 
to 
blows. 
Friends seized the arms of 
both men as they drew hack for a 
punch after a heated argument. 
Mullins stopped Dempsey as the 
latter was leaving the offices 
with 
Tex Rick ard, promoter of the Demp- 
sey -Tunney go. 
“ T hat’s a fine trick y ou pulled on 
me, y ou’re a big ra t,’’ Mullins said, 
caustically , to the champion. 
“ What do y ou mean by 'ra t'? ’* 
ask ed Dempsey , flushing. 
“ Just what I say . 
You sent 
me 
a telegram last y ear say ing that y ou 
would fight Wills.” 
Dempsey denied having done so, 
whereupon Mullins said: 
“I’ll bet 
y ou $1,000 y ou did." 
*That“ s a bet,” said Dempsey . 
Mullins then drew a roll of bills 
from his pock et and counted out tin 
money . 
“ I dont have that much with me,” 
the champion put in. 
“ I thought not,” observed Mullins 
caustically . 
"ThatY the k ind of a 
cheap guy y ou ore. 
I’ve got a no 
tlon 
to tak e a crack at y ou and if 
y ou'll s te p Into the nex t room. I’ll 
fight y ou even if y ou won’t go up 
against my fighter.” 
"Its n good thing for y ou that 
y ou’re an old man,” Dempsey said. 
Whereupon Mullins drew back his 
arm. 
So did Dempsey . Deputy Com­ 
missioner Eddie Currie threw himself 
against Mullins, and Gene Normlle, 
the champion’s business 
manager, 
grabbed Dempsey leading him away . 
Mullins was still 
boiling 
with 
rage. 
“ Here’s something y ou tuny not 
k now,” he told newspapermen. “Tex 
Rick ard through an agent offered 
me $50,000 if I would withdraw the 
challenge of Harry Wills, which had 
been accepted by the commission.’’ 
Mullins declined 
to 
name 
the 
agent, hut hinted lie might tak e the 
affair to court. 
Riek ard announced this afternoon 
lie had ordered the tick ets printed 
and that the top price 
would 
be 
$27.50 (including the tax ). 
He had 
been gven to understand that the 
commission might change Its max i­ 
mum price rule and permit him to 
charge $40 or $50. 
“ I’m tired of 
fussing 
around,” 
Rick ard said. 
“ I can’t wait any 
longer to « ak to have the tick ets 
printed and $27.50 Is enough.”

WERE IMPRISONED IN SALEM 
KY., MINE SINCE LAST 
THURSDAY 
Salem, Ky.. Aug. 12— (UP)— Five 
members entombed in a zinc and 
spar mine here since last Thursday 
were rescued today by workers who 
had toiled incessantly to save them 
The men were trapped in a pocket 
by a fall of rock, but a fissure sup­ 
plied them with fresh air. 
Fresh 
water also ran through their place 
of entombment. 
The men were rescued by Free­ 
man Cobb, who crawled into the old 
shaft of the mine, through the mud 
and flush and met his brother, Ran­ 
dolph Cobb, and his brother-in-law, 
Roy James, who had Started to crawl 
out of the pocket. 
These men were brought out first. 
Tie then went back after 
George 
Catillo, U. B. Wilson 
and 
Harry 
Watson, the three remaining men. 
The men are In good condition, 
according to rescuers, but weak from 
lack of food and the chill air of the 
mine. 
Officials had all but given up hope 
of rescuing the entombed men alive 
More than 500 men worked day and 
night to reach them. 
Others who 
were in the mine when rock and 
water started pouring down, escaped 
by fleeing 400 feet before the rush 
and climbing timbers to safety. 
The crew had been operating a 
drill 600 feet from the mine entrance 
and were believed to have struck an 
overhead lake. 


BELITTLE THEIR 
DREAD EXPERIENCES 
Salem, Ky., Aug. 12.— Five stoical 
Kentucky miners, trapped for almost 
a week in the chill blackness of a 
mine, today belittled their experi­ 
ences. 
After six days and seven nights of 
frantic labor, the men were led out 
of the old mine shaft in 
were imprisoned by a fall 
7:15 this morning. 
Wives, mothers and children made 
little demonstation as they saw the 
men whom they had almost despair­ 
ed of as dead. 
There were no em­ 
braces, only hysterical sobbing. 
Only one of the five miners ap­ 
peared today to be suffering in the 
least from an imprisonment of more 
than one hundred and fifty hours. 
George Catillo fell into a step-off in 
the inky blackness on Sunday night 
and wrenched his back. 
A chill followed Catillo’s injury 
and his four companions, forgetting 
their own discomforts, literally cov­ 
ered him with their bodies to ward 
off the chattering cold 
that 
they 
feared might end in death. 
Catillo, despite his protests, was 
taken to a hospital shortly after he 
was brought out of the mine. 
The clothes of the five were black 
and soaked with the chill 
waters 
that drip constantly from spar and 
stalagmatite in the American Fluor­ 
spar & Zinc Company mine. 
They 
stripped off their wet, heavy 
gar­ 
ments while a little group 
milled 
about them. 
“I want my mules," was the first 
request of Harry Watson, the only 
unmarried member of the group. 
"I 
gotta be going on home." 
One of the most maddening experi­ 
ences of their week in the depths of 
the mine was the fact that they 
could hear water running some where 
far below them, but were unable to 
reach it. 
To quench their terrific thirst the 
men sucked water from old, rotten,^

husband 
tried to get another priest to bold 
services for the Boses. 
And Abani, instead of writing to 
me, as he should have done, wrote 
to his brother, my Jailer, telling him 
to be sure to hold me until a new 
priest was obtained in Calcutta. 
During my stay in Barodi, I was 
taken ill from the dirty food and the 
vile living conditions. 
I wrote to 
my mother, finally begging her to 
send me money So that I could come 
back home. 
I thought I would die; 
I 
even 
contemplated 
committing 
suicide. 
Finally, however, Abani obtained 
priest, who would overlook my 
being one of the "devil’s own" and 
I was allowed to return to Calcutta. 
My Illness became worse and 
I 
contracted the dread dinge fever, a 
native disease carried by the gigan­ 
tic mosquitoes of the rice swamps. 
After hovering between life and 
death for weeks in pestilential Cal­ 
cutta, I began to recover. 
But my 
nerves were shattered and I looked
